Description of the Begiviing and Frog 
ress of the Fire by Clerk Barabino— 
The Flames Hed Maie Great Headway 
Before He Discovered Them — The 
Work of Resous and Caring for the 
Dead and Injured—List of Those Who 
Lost Their Lives or Were Badly Hurt— 
Casualties. 


OnICAGO, III., Aug. 14.—A hotel fire result- 
ing in the death of a number of the guests of 
the Senate Hotel occurred this morn- 
ing. The Senate Hotel is a three- 
story structure on l‘adison street 
near Fifth avenues. One man jumped from a 
window in atop story and was killed. About 
half a dozen others were suffocated and 
burned to death. The first body 
to be recovered was that of 
Harry Godfrey, the 7. year- old son ot J. 
Godfrey of Buchanan, Mich. The loss on the 
Dullding and contentsis practically total, 
Dut asthe structure was old and the fur- 
nishings cheap, the amount will not ex- 
ceed a few thousand dollars. 

Arestaurant occupied the ground floor and 
and the Senate Hotel the two upper 
ones. It contained thirty-six rooms and beld 
thirty guests when the fire broke out shortly 
after s a. m. The rooms were separated by 
flimsy wooden partitions and proved frst- 
class ‘ood for fire. 

The blaze started in the office on the second 
fioorand spread rapidiy through that and 
the upper rooms. Before the guests could 
be warned the flames had cut pf 
the escape of a number from the stairways 
and they were caught like rats in a trap.

As kast as the dead were taken from the 
ruins they were removed to the Morgue. 
Four bodies were soon recovered. They were 
those Of the Godfrey boy and two men and a 
woman. 

The scene during the fire was an exciting 
one. Mrs. Ahrens and her daughter, Annie. 
who slept in the front part of the third foor, 
discovered the fire first. A 
moment later they and the other 
occupants were flying about, seeking an av- 
enue of esaape. Annie and her mother 
groped thefr way throuh the stifling smoke 
to the wigdow and stood out on the sill, 

The crowd below yelled to them not to 
jump. With desperation the women 
clang to the framework, keep- 
ing as far out as possiple, 
while the smoke und flames burst thropgh 
the windows around them. Although baaty 
burned they retained their position until the 
arrival of a hook and ladder corps. A ladder 
was raised and they were rescued. 

A man whose identity is unknown next 
reached the window. The flames were 
already scorching his almost 
nude body, and he jumped to 
the stone pavement. He was picked up in an 
unconscious condition. It was at this junc- 
ture the fremen arrived, ladders were raised 
and the work of rescuing the imperilied in- 
mates systematically began. 

For some, hemmed in by flames, over- 
powered by smoke and with all egress shut 
off, the rescue was too late, however. The 
firemen found dead bodies rather than living 
ones. 

The fire is said to have started from an 
overturned stair lamp. 

In all five people were killed and three so 
badly injured that they can scarcely recover. 
At the Cook County and other hospitals eight 
others are moaning with pain in the wards,so 
badly injured as to be unable to tell their 
names.

Wm. Barabino, the night clerk, was walt - 
ing for the day clerk to relieve him shortly 
before 7 o'clock. He stepped into the wasn - 
room and while there says he heard a queer 
rattling notse in the office which might have 
been caused by the falling ot a lamp. He 
continued his ablutions, however, thinking 
forthe moment the noise was caused by a 
passing wagon. Soon he caught the 
odor of smoke. On opening the wash 
room door de found the hallway and 
Office full of smoke. He raised the cry of 
**fire’’ and made his escape down the front 
stairway. By this time the flames were 
climbing from the starting point on the 
second floor up the stairway to the third 
floor. Smoke was pouring from the windows 
and another alarm was bringing the clanging 
fire engines tothe spot. As the guests awoke 
their shrieks were heard and half dressed 
forms began to appear at the windows. 

Among the first toescape was Joseph Wu 
son, who hada room in the rear of the third 
floor. He was dressing when he detected 
smoke inthe house. He wakened his room- 
mate, Harry Gavana, and together they 
madea hurried round of the rooms, waking 
the guests. Wilson then slid down an iron 
pipe intothe alley inthe rear. Gavana lin- 
gered a few moments and then started down 
the pipe. He was part way down wen a 
man named Morton started after him. Mor- 
ton seemed confused and lost his hold. 
Gavana was knocked from the pipe and the 
two men fell a distance of fifteen feet. 
Gavana escaped injury. Morton was picked 
— unconscious and taken away in an ambu- 
ance. 

Ihe fire was one of the most horrible I 
bave witnessed in all my experience on the 
Fire Department,’’ said Assistant Fire Mar- 
shalMusham after he returned from the 
scene Of the accident. ‘‘At 7o’clock in the 
morning with the street alive with people, 
and on one of the principal streets in the city 
it seems incredible thatso many persons 
could lose their lives. Had there been any 
fire escapes on the building the loss would 
not have beenso great. But the law does 
not require that fire escapes shall 
be built on lodging- house bulld- 
ings less than four stories in height. 
Hence there were noneandthe poor people 
inthe building who succeeded in reaching 
the windows had either to jump or wait 
until we could take them off. That the loss

We shouted to all to remain where 
they were and they bravely stuck it out until 
the ladders were raised. I expected every 
moment that some of them would jump. The 
law requiring the erection of fire escapes 
should be changed soas to include at least 
buildings used as lodging houses. 

One poor fellow I found dead just in front 
ofa window, from which a large transparent 
sign projected over the street. Had he 
chosen any other room he would ‘probably 
have escaped, but that window was blocked 
completely by the huge sign. We had to cu: 
the partition from the next room to get him 
out. There is another law prohibiting the 
hanging of these signs. Why it is not en- 
forced Ido not know. Had it been one life at 
least would have been saved. 

F. A. Coons, a prosperous farmer of Good- 
hue County, Minn., who was stopping at the 
Senate Hotel, and whose wife and 1l-year- 
old daughter were slightly injured, gave the 
following account of the conflagration: ‘‘I 
had been lodging at the Senate for abouta 
week with my wife and two daughters, 
Flora, 16 years old, and Anna, 11 years old. 
My wife and I occupied rooms on the second 
floor, and my two children room 4, adjoin- 
ing, both rooms being in the front. 
About 6:30 this morning my wife and I were 
about to rise when we heard a commotion in 
the office andthe cry of Are. I immedl- 
ately thought of my Gaugbters and rushed 
into the hall in my night robe to rescue them. 
Strangely enough I had not noticed any smell 
of smoke, but on opering my door I found the 
corridor so full of smoke that I could not see 
and was nearly suffocated, I ran 
on to the door of No. é, 
where I found my eldest daughter Flora 
coming out in her night-dress and crying to 
me to save Anna, her sister. Several times I 
tried to get through the door and find my lit- 
tle girl, buta strong draft blowing up the 
stairs from below filled the hall and room 
with the most stifling, strangling smoke, and 
I was unable to see or breathe. At last I gave 
itup in despair and returned to my own 
room, weak and almost suffocated. My 
throat keit ke a fire itself, and I got these 
buros,’’ pointing to several scars on his 
nose and foreuead. Inte room were my 
Wife and daughter Flora, both badly fright- 
ened and screaming, but not injured as yet. 
I knew that we were safeinthe room for a 
while at least and I waited for the fremen to 
run up a ladder and take us out. Presently 
a man On the opposite side of Madison street 
beckoned to me and pointed to the next 
dullding east, a clothing store. I looked out 
of the window and noticed a ledge of stone 
running below the second story windows ana 
joining a similar one on che net Dullding. 1 
saw a way of escape and began to help my 
wife out of the window just 
as she was getting out a 
heavy object, probably asign or tile from 
the roof, fell striking her on the shoulder, 
inflicting an ugly wound. My wife kept her 
head, however, and we crossed in safety to 
the building adjoining. As soon as my wife 
and daughter were safe, Iranto the street 
and sent a firemanup after my little girl 
Ann, although I had given up hope 
of seeing her alive. The fireman 
soon emerged with her in his arms and 
brought her to me, badly burned about the 
face and arms, but not unconscious. I then 
sent my family to Mercy Hospital, where the 
physicians pronounced my wife and child’s 
injuries not dangerous. I knew the place 
was a fire trap, but thought I was safe on the 
secona foor.’’

AFTER REID’S SCALP. 


Republicans Want the Bailding 
Commissioner Removed. 


The greed for once exhibited by the Re- 
publicans at the City Hall has resulted in the 
formal preferment of charges against Build- 
ing Commissioner Reid dy President 
McMath of the Board of Public 
Improvements. “They were sent down 
to Mayor Walbridge Saturday and by him 
turned over to City Counselor Marshall. 
The Mayor refused to let the charge be seen 
until the City Counselor had reported to him 


on them. . 

Mr. McMath’ when questioned, however, 
said that he had preferred them, not as 
an individual, but in his official 
capacity as President of the Board of Public 
Improvements. The neglect of duty, he 
said, on the part of the Building Commis- 
sioner had been such that he deemed it his 
duty to prefer charges against 
him. The charges have relation 
to work done and approved by the 
Commissioner on Engine- house No. 32, 
the new surgical ward atthe City Hospital 
and the repairs recently done at the Poor- 
house by Contractor George Chapline. 

The charges relative tothe work on the 
engine-house,’’ said Mr. Math, ‘‘are not ofa 
serious character, and would not of 
themselves justify a removal from office, but 
in connection with the others they tend to 
strengthen the case. The surgical ward at 
the City Hospital wasin my opinion turned 
over to the authorities in a very unsanitary 
and unhealthy condition for a building 
where surgical operations have to 
be performed. The work at the Poor-houwse 
under Chapline’s contract was not com- 
pleted,and yet Mr. Reid a — his bill 
tor $4,450 and also one for $864 or extras. The 
substance of all these charges is neglect of 
duty, which 1 think can be shown.“ 

Bullding Commissioner. Reid, when seen, 
said: 

The charges are all rot. They want to 
run me out of this position and 
that is all there is to it. The work com- 
plained of was done under plans and specif- 
cations, and if the members of the board 
understand a plan when they see it they can 
readily comprehend that the work was done 
as ordered. 1 defy: these underground 
measures to run me out of office. I have done 
my duty and they cannot prove the con. 


rary. 

Reid incurred the Hi will of the Adminis- 
tration some time ago by declaring that he 
would not discharge any of his employes to 
make room for Republicans. Afterward 
while Speaker Townsend of the House of 
Delegates, who is a mocrat, was acting 
Mayor, Reid sent in the names of three Demo- 
crate to Mil vacancies in his depart- 
ment and Townsend promptly approved 
them. An attempt was made to 
have the appointments set aside as irreg, 
wlar, but it failed. Townsend’s act brought 
President of the Council Nagle down trom 
Chicago in a hurry to assume the duties of 
the Mayor’s office and prevent any further 
move of that kind being consummated. 

It will be noticed that Mayor WV albridge has 
not in-this case preferred the charges him- 
self, but that they bave been made dy an- 
other Republican officehoider. His honor 
probably got enough of the Pooh-Bah role of 
prosecutor, judge and jury in the Brennan 
case.

DOING ‘LITTLE. 


The Debate on Silver Resumed in 
the House. 


The Initiatory Speech by Mr. Boatner 
Favored Free Coinage. 


THE DISCUSSION CONTINUED IN A 
DESULTORY WAY. 


The Attention of the Members Decidedly 
Listless—Mr. Layton Advoocated Re- 
Peal of the Purchasing Clause—Senator 
Voorhees’ Bank Note Bill in the Sen- 
ate—Accompanied by a Letter From 
Carlisle Recommending Ite Passage— 
Congressional Doings and Gossip. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—After the appoint- 
mentof the Committees on Enrolled Bills, 
Accounts and Mileage, presided over respec- 
tively by Messrs. Pearson of Ohio, Rusk and 
Lynch, the silver debate was resumed. 

Mr. Boatner (Dem.) made the initiative 
speech in favor of free coinage. 

The discussion was continued ina rather 
desultory manner and the attention ac- 
corded to it was decidely listless. 

Mr. Layton (Dem.) of Ohio favored the re- 
peal of the purchasing clause, #elying upon 
the good judgment of a Democratic Congress 
to pass subsequently a law which would 
bring permanent relief to all classes of the 
people. 


M THE SENATE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 14.—Senator 
Voorhees (Dem.) of Indiana introduced in 
the Senate a bill authorizing the issue of 
national bank notes to the full 
value of bonds deposited. It was 
accom panied by a letter from 
Secretary Carlisle recommending its passage 
as a measure of immediate relief, and he 
says it will add $19,000,000 to the circulation. 
It was referred to the Finance Committee. 

The Senate passed the House joint resolu- 
tion for the payment of the session employes 
of the two Houses at the present session. 

Numerous petitions on the silver question 
was presented and referred, and one for 
the annexation ofthe Hawaiian Islands—the 
latter coming from the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Senator Hill introduced a resolution whi 
lies on the table, declaringit the sense of t 
Senate that nothing but financial legislation 
shall be undertaken during the present 
special session, 

Mr. Vest (Dem.) of Missouri called up the 
resolution offered by him last Tuesday in 
favor of bimetallism and the and un- 

mited coinage of both gold and sliver, and 
addressed the Senate on the subject. 
He kened the Sherman act 
to a houseless and homeless 
dog, with no one to ve it a bons, and with- 
out a Kennei to hide ite dishonored head; but 
declared, nevertheless, that he would not 
vote for its repeal without a guarantee of 
silver asamoney metal. The Senator at times 
became very eloquent and he was in his 
best form. The President, he said, had 
brought the issue face to face as to whether 
we shall have bimetallism or go to a gold 
standard. He (Vest) was a friend of the

It is not what the silver men want, buat I 
think that they will come in on it. This will 
admit of the mining of silver at a profit, and 
they will agree toit.’’ 

The Senator said that the Finance Commit - 
tee of the Senate had unanimously agreed to 
report an amendment to the nanking law 
allowing national banks to issue notes up to 
the fullamount of their/ depositsin United 
states bonds, which the have in the Treas- 
ury or may hereaftey place there, This 
would increase the volume ofnational bank 
currency one-tenth as the limit of issue is now 
90-per cent of the sum of United bonds so de- 
posited. The prompt and immediate passage 
ofthisamendmentto the law was regarded 
asso certainat the Treasury Department, 
the Senator said, thatthe Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing was already at work on 
the plates for the new Dank bills. 

The proposition to authorize the Secretary 
ofthe Treasury to lend money to banks. firms 
corporations and individuals on United 
States bonds as security, Senator Manderson 
said, would in all probability be adupted and 
enacted into law. This scheme, it was un- 
derstood, had met the approval of many 
bankers and business men ot long exper- 
lence and high financial standing, and with 
the authorization to increase the volume of 
nationa. bank issue one-tenth, it would tend 
to mitigate the present currency famine at 
once, whtie it would place in the hands of 
the Secretary of the Treasury the power to 


correct stringency in the money market in 


the future should a condition like that of the 
present arise.

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CHOSE DEATH. 


Wm. F. Caldwell Could Not Stand 
Disgrace. 


He Kills Himself in the Presence of 
His Wife. 


THE WOMAN’S TERRIBLE STRUGGLE. 
FOR POSSESSION OF THE WEAPON. 


Caldwell Had Threatened to Kill Her 
Before Ending His Own Lü 
The~ Publication of an Article 
in a Kansas City Pap>r Given as the 
Cause of the Tragedy—Letters Left. 


A few minutes before noon to-day Wm. F. 
Caldwell,a citizen of Pueblo, Colo., shot 
himself in the left breast underneath the 
heart, in the second story room of 217 
Easton avenue. His death was almost 
instantaneous. His wife was with him at the 
time of the act and had been struggling with 
him for possession of the revolver; first to 
save her own life, which he threatened, 
and then to save i his when he 
gave up the idea of killing her and 
attempted self-destruction. When the 
neighbors rushed in after the shot was fired 
they found her lying prostrate across the 
form of her dead husband and covered with 
the biood that was pouring from the wound 
in his side. 

The circumstances surrounding the tragedy 
are peculiar. The suicide occurred in the 
house of Mrs. Belle Ano, an intimate friend 
of Mr. Oaldwell’s. About a month ago 
Mrs. Ano pad a ~visit to Mrs. 
Caldwell gt Puebdio. Mr. Caldwell 
hada been a prominent Saloon Keeper in that 
city and assistant Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment but failed In business and latterly has 
been makinga living as a traveling sales- 
man. About a week ago he telegraphed 
to his wife from Kansas City that he would 
meet her at St. Louis and take her on to visit 
some relatives further south. Mrs. Oald- 
well and Mrs. Ano started for St. 
Louis a few days later and ar- 
rived in town this morning. Caldwell 
must have reached here at the same time. 

FILLED UP WITH LIQUOR. 

He was out in the neighborhood of the Ano 
residence this morning, but did not go over 
to the house directly. Instead he spent 
about an hour between 8 and 9 o’clock 
in the Sheridan House saloon, which is across 
the way. The barkeeper described him as a 
tall, stout man, rather fine looking, and 
neatly dressed in a gray business suit. 
His manner was excessively uneasy. 
He drank several giasses of beer, read the pa- 
per, and from time to time walked over to the 
screen door poem ney to watch something 
across the street. er he left the Sheridan 


House he spent some time in Andy Peckham’s 
saloon on the corner below. N 


he was 
under the influence of 
excessively agitated according to the sta 
ment of Mrs. Ano. 

‘the two women, his wifeand her friend 
Mrs. Ano, who were alone in the house with 
him from the time of his arrival until 
he killed himself, were too agitated after the 
occurence to give acoherent account of his 
actions. It seems, from Mrs. Ano’s stury, 
that shortly after coming in the 
house he gan to flourish dis re- 
volver and threaten to shoot his wife. He 
threatened to shoot Mrs. Ano too for at- 
tempting to take the gun away from him. 
He quietei down after awhile, and begged 
Mrs. Ano to get some whisky for him, 
as his nerves were unstrung. That 
he did not give u the 
of suicide is evidenced fromthe fact that he 
sat down and wrote letters to Mr. and Mrs. 
Ano. After the letters were written he be- 
gan to grow violent again and a second time 
threatened to shoot his wife. The two women 
struggied with him attempting to wrest the 
revolver from him. Mrs. Ano seeing that aid 
would be necessary rushed out of the room, 
but was hardly gone when the shot was fired. 
Rushing back she found Mrs. Caldwell 
ying across the bleeding body 
of her husband who was stretched out upoa 
the sofa. He said nothing further thau to 
ask Mrs. Ano’s pardon for having killed him- 
self in her house, 

He died without medical attendance within 
ten minutes after the shots were fired. The 
body was removed to the Morgue. 

When Mr. Caldwell cameto the house this 
morning he expressed 2 anxiety to see 
this morning’s paper. Mrs. Caldwell was not 
in the house at the time of her husband's 
arriving, having gone out to the telegraph 
office to get a dispatch, whose contents are 
said to have disturbea her greatiy. No in- 
fofmation could be gleaned from either of 
the hte tees about the contents ofthe tele- 
gra 


MRS. CALDWELL HYSTERICAL. 

Mrs. Caldwell has been hysterical since her 
husbanda’s suicide ahd could give no account 
of what transpired in the room before the 
shot was fired. she is a small-sized woman, 
Gark-haired and sallow-skinned. She is not 
handsome, She was married to Mr. Caldwell 
three years ago in Kansas City.

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THE RETURNING TIDE. 


The returning flow of gold from Europe 
to the United States is now: as strong as its 
flow in the other direction was a short 
time back. Extraordinarily low prices for 
wheat, cotton and dividend paying Amer- 
loan securities are bringing it back, and it 
is coming to stay until business recovers 
from the stunnisg blow it has received and 
resumes ite former confident activity. 

With $25,000,000 of new gold imports al- 
ready received or secured and coming, and 
with the banks stronger than they have 
been since the war, the hoarder’s oppor- 
tunity for obtaining exorbitant rates for 
time loans is passing away, and the specu- 
lator who has been waiting for lower 
prices will soon wish he had known what 
bed-rock was when he saw it. All signs 
point to a more or less violent reaction 
from the most baseless panic that ever con- 
tracted credit and crippled industry in this 
country. 

Itisnow evident that we are not, and 
have not been, in danger of losing all our 
gold and lapsing to a single silver standard 
through the action of Congress. The 
country knows, and Europe knows now, 
that no such act can pass both houses of 
Congress; certainly not by a majority 
large enough to over-ride the President’s 
veto. There is no reason now to fear any- 
thing from that direction. The weak con- 
cerns have all gone down and their sur- 
vivors will only be too cautious in ex- 
panding their business when the normal 
effect of abundant money is again felt in 
trade. 


. 
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THE TERMINAL MONOPOLY. 


The combine between the St. Louis Ter- 
minal Association and the Merchants’ 
Bridge & Terminal Railway Co. has been 
formally consummated. The following 
official statement of the action of the 
directors of the first named corporation 
with reference to the deal was given out 
for publication after Saturday’s meeting: 

The contracts with the Merchants’ Bridge & 
Terminal Railway for joint use of tracts and 
properties were, after adoption of several 
amendments, approved. 

No additional information could be ob- 


tained from the officials of either corpo- 
ration. They refuse to talk. There is 
nothing tosay, except confess that the 
people of St. Louis have been neatly gulled 
by a trick through which a powerful mon- 
opoly gobbled vast facilities and privileges 
of great value granted for the purpose of 
defeating its monopolistic ends. The St. 
Louis Terminal Association could not have 
obtained a tenth of the facilities freely 
given to the other company, and it was 
only upon a pledge of competition that 
these facilities and privileges were granted 
to the Merchants’ Bridge & Terminal Rail- 
way Co. It was only by the use of a com- 
petition decoy that the city could be 
tricked into placing heavier and stronger 
chains upon ite commerce. 

But it is idle to talk of honor and con- 
science in corporations. Their sole guide 
of conduct is greed. But there is a law in 
the State of Missouri against the combi- 
nation of competitive railways. Thereisa 
law enabling the railroad commissioners 
to secure full information of all contracts 
and agreements entered into between rail- 
roads in the State. The Attorney-General 
is commanded by law to proceed against 
railway officials violating the law. The 
brief official statement concerning this 
deal clearly indicates an illegal agreement. 

Is the Terminal monopolyin this city 
more powerful than the law of the State? 
Are the State officials afraid to call it to ac- 
count?

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BPECULATION AND REASON. 
The bimetallists in Congress have one 
point of difference. Although all agree that 
silver should be coined there is a wide

range of opinion with regard to the proper 


ratio to be established between silver and 
gold. Congressman Bland’s plan of ar- 
riving at a settlement of the question of 
ratio is to take votes upon different ratios, 
from 16 to 1 up, until a conclusion is 
reached. 

It is almost incredible that a body of in- 
telligent men would seriously consider 
nuch a plan. It proposes to settle the cur- 
rency question by guess work. It offers 


the correct and just ratio. 
to Lis right all others are wrong and the 
man who holds that it is right must hold 
that all others are wrong. But the peculiar 
situation of silver renders the formation 
of intelligent opinion onthe subject diffi- 
cult. Without careful and scientific in- 
quiry into the comparative standing of the 
two metals opinions on the ratio are neces- 
sarily speculative. Mr. Bland’s plan in- 
volves, therefore, an arbitrary com- 


promise between speculative opinions. It 


suggtsts that the men who agree to 11 
care far more for the interests of silver 


miners than the interests of the people 


and the establishment of a genuine bi- 
metallic free coinage. 

Granting that the bimetallists can pass 
a silver coinage law, there is only one just 
and intelligent way of arriving at a settle- 
ment of their differences on the subject of 
the ratio That is by careful investigation 
of the question through a commission ap- 
pointed for the purpose. The monetary 
commission would substitute reason for 
speculation and justice fora compromise 
of interests. It represents the method of 
intelligence.

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HOODLUM GANGS. 

We have received numerous complaints 
lately from all parts of the city of rufflanly 
gangs of hoodlums who make day and 
night hideous by fighting, swearing and 
throwing stones. Ladies cannot pass to 
and fro without insult, and children must 


be kept off the streéts or suffer rough 
handling from the noisy brutes. 


These hoodlums dé not seem to be con- 
firmed criminals. They are ‘‘toughs’’ or 
would-be criminals going through their 
apprenticeship. While some of them are 
vicious and irreclaimable, others are 
simply victims of bad company. But, 
whatever their character, the gangs 
should be broken up without de- 
lay, especially in eutlying districts, 
which they chiefly infest. As the 
police force in these quarters is limited the 
hoodiums have things pretty much their 
own way, but it dol seem that a force 
might be concentrated and a raid made 
which would put an end to the nuisance 
without leaving other parts of the city un- 
protected. !

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EASY PRECAUTION. 

It is impossible to deny the truth of Dr. 
K olbenheyer’s indictment in yesterday’s 
SUNDAY Post-DISPATCH, of the water sup- 
ply of St. Louis. His condemnation of the 
course which has forced the people of the 
city to use unfiltered and unsettled water 
thick with sand and mud is well merited. 
His suggestion with regard to filter beds is 
excellent. But the point of pressing im- 
portance for the present is his advice with 
regard to immediate protection against 
the danger of filthy water. 

Whatever blunders may have been made 
in the past and whatever improvements 
may be made in the future, for the present 


water as it is and Dr. Kolbenheyer voices 
the universal opinion of scientific men 
when he says that the only safeguard lies 
in boiling the water. The drinking water 
should be boiled by all means and the 
water for all purposes when possible and 
when the presence of cholera germs makes 
the danger threatening. 

There is no occasion for fear—only for 
caution. The fact that boiling the water 
renders the filthiest harmless gives rea- 
son for confidence that all unwholesome 
effects in our water supply may be avoided. 
Itisasimple and easy precaution. The 
water should be boiled, then allowed to 
settle and the pure water poured off into a 
clean vessel.

President Cleveland has acted wisely in 
postponing consideration of tariff reform 
until the monetary crisis is over. We must 
put out the fire before we clean the house.

Review of ths Financial Situation 
end His Hopes for the Future. 


New York, Aug. 12, 1893.—Amonhg other

COBB ON SILVER. 


His 


The St. Louis Congressman Outlines His 
Position on the Subject. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—Congressman Cobb 
has taken a very prominent part in behalf of 
those favoring the repeal of the Sherman 
act. He was one of the committee acting 
with Secretary Carlisle whicn brought about 
an agreement by which the Houseis now at 
work. Mr. Cobb has preparedthe following 
statement of his views upon the situation for 


the PosTt-DISPATCH correspondent: 

Lam not opposed to bi-metalism. I be- 
lieve inthe two standards, and think the 
friends of silverare making a grave mistake 
in opposing the unconditional repeal of the 
Sherman act without recognizing the free 
and unlimited ceinage of silver on some 
ratio. If we should repeal the purchasing 
Clause ofthe Sherman act and pass an act 
allowing banks to issue currency to the par 
value ofthe bonds deposited and make it 
obligatory on them to issue the currency, 1 
think we would see the beginning ofthe end 
of this at financial crisis. The banks 
might object to this on account of the cur- 
rency thus issued being taxed 1 per cent. 
ihave always thought this tax might be 
partially or entirely removed. it would give 
the borrower cheaper money, and that is 
what the country needs. This would ern! 
relieve the present stringency and 1 thin 
restore confidence. 

It would at the same time be a warning to 
other nations that we are determined that 
an American dollar, be it silver, gold or 
paper, should be recognized and accepted as 
such the world over, Other nations require 
a double standard as much as we do, andi 
feel confident would join us in establishing 
an international ratio that would open the 
mints ofthe world to the free coinage of 
silver and thus settle this vexed ques- 
tion for an indefinite period. 1 
firmly belleve this would 5 the 
logical result of the passage of the measures 
mentioned. Forthe time beingit would, of 
course, worka great hardshipon the silver 
producing States. Bat we must not forget 
that the silver miners to-day, at the present 
price of buliton, could work their mines at a 
greater profitto the owner than the farmer 
can work his farm. The price of wheat and 
other products will prove this. In this con- 
troversy we lose sight of the fact that other 
industries ure suffering far more 
than the ballion producer. The food 

roducer, the eitisen, the mechanic, 
he laborer—are great sufferers at the pres - 
ent time. wil the free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver relieve them? How can It? Pros- 

erity, of course, createsa greater demand 
orlabor, but does the prosperity of the 
country demand a depreciated currency, or 
require the Government o protect one par- 
ticular industry? Oursurplus wheat, corn 
cotton, and other products, command gold 
and will always bring it from foreign cus- 
tomers. Does silver r the same relation 
to our commerce?

FOURTH BANK FAILURE THEREIN THE 
LAST TWO MONTHS. 


One of the Strongest and Largest Finan- 
cial Institutions in the City—Ite Col- 
lapse Was a Great Surprise—Carried 
Large Railway Deposits—Will Pay Out 
—Other Fusiness Tyoubles. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Aug. 14.—Springfield 
had its fourth bank failure in the last two 
months this morning. The Bank of Spring- 
field, with a capital of $100,000, failed to open 
its dodrs at 9 o’clock. It is one of the strong- 
est and largest banks in the city, and its 
failure was a great surprise.

It is now learned that in addition 
to his note of $10,000 Mr. Keeney lent the 
Commercial Bank $80,000 from his private 
fortune. Two questions are suggested by 
the knowledge concerning Mr. Keeney’s 
Did he withdraw m the bank as 
be had a legal right to do, and 
when? If recently, that may account 
for the difficult in which the 
bank now finds itself. Is the $80,000 still 
under the controlof the Commercial Bank? 
If it is then Mr. Keeney will have to take his 
chances on the finding of the Bank Examiner 
asto the solvency or insolvency of the bank, 
of getting back his money. It is known that 
corporations in which Mr. Keeney is inter- 
ested have been spending large sums of 
money lately, and it is possibile that, not 
foreseeing the present stringency or the 
money market, he withdrew his loan toin- 
vest the money otherwise. 

A friend of President Keeney said yester- 

day: Mr. Keeney has been under a terrible 


mental strain during the past three or four 
days. He could not have been otherwise, as 
he knew whas was coming.’’ 

Nearly all the depositors express confi- 
dence in the bank's solvency. hey believe 
they will get their money.

' Droperty-owners in the block, but when 
t comes to complying with that 
Dart of the law which says that every appli- 
cant fora dramshop license must be a per- 
son of ‘*good moral character the question 
arises, ‘‘Where are they at?“ 

One law virtually permits them to conduct 
such houses in certain localities,’ while the 
other prohibits them from qualifying as sa 
joonkeepers by the very nature of their call -

According to church historians, 
Mary left Jerusalem, after the descent of 
the Holy Ghost, and lived at Ephesus 
with St. John the Evangelist for 
overayear. But disputes arose in Jerasa- 
lem overthe observance of the Mosaic law 
by Gentile converts to Christianity. St. Peter 
called a council to settle the differences and 
invited Mary to Jertisalem toattend. She 
came and lived in Jerusalem for fifteen years 
after the death of Christ. She was buried in 
a rock-hewn tomb, according to the church 
annalists, and a guard was placed over it 
for fear of desecration by the Jews. Three 
days after her burial Thomas returned 
to Jerusalem and expressed a wish 
to have a last look at Christ's mother. The 
stone was rolled away from the tomb, but 
instead of the body the disciples found only 
the linen burial clothes. Hence the tradition 
of the assumption of Mary to heaven.

£3 10s. The defendant was upwards of 75 

ears old and in receipt of parish pay. The 

egistrar having grasped these facts showed 
some unwillingness to make an order, but 
plaintiff pressing for one the Judge decreed 
that the venerable and pauperized Mr. Mot- 
tram was to pay 1 penny a year, the first 
penny to fall due in July, 1899. In 800 years

Leading It.

The clef business of the host or hostess is 
to give the occasion, to suggest and to bring 
sympathetic minds into play, so that as 
iron, in the language of Scripture, sharpen- 
eth Iron, sO may a man the countenance of 
his friend.

So long as there is anything stiff, stilted 
and distant in talking, the best result has 
not been reached. All who have written on 
conversation are agreed on this: To talk 
without effort is, after all, the great charm 
of talking,.’’

There Is Very Little Difference in the 

„% Reach—Jobn L. Sullivan Has a 

Close Call—The Cycling World—Base

Cuicaco, III., Aug. 4.—No middleweight 
contest that bas been pulled off in America 
for years has created a like amount of inter- 
est as is now centered in the outcome of to- 
nigut 's battle at Roby. None of the fistic 
authorities have attempted to pick a winner, 
and all admit that on form and from all 
pointers that can be gained it is as even a 
match as could be made. The fight may be 
decided in three rounds, and again it may 
take a couple of hours of jabbing to deter- 
mine the winner.
